It has been often Enquir’d, What is Mo- 
deration ? and Innumerable Anfwers have 
been, given to the Queftien, according to 
the Refpeétive Genius of the Perfons an- 
fuering > Her Majefty has not only in Her 
frequent Exhortations to Peace, told us the 
Meaning of it, but in Her Royal Example, 
has Taught Moderation to all Her People; 
and I defire to Expatiate a little upon the 
Subjegt. 

It was Exceeding Mederation in Her Ma- 
jetty, that fhe did not Treat that Party of 
Men as they Deferv’d; who in their Ex- 
feeding Refpeét tor her Perfon, would have 
made her Queen, by Right.of Inheritance ; 
atthe fame time Acknowledging the Prince 


of Wales, as they call’dhim, tobe Her Ma- 
jefty’s Lawful Brother; Such Gentlemen, we 
thank them in Her Majefty’s Behalf, had 
provided a New Sham Title by Conceffion ; 
and the Queen having borrow’d the Crown ot 
her Brother for her Life, had nothing to do 
but to Capitulate with them, how long 2 
Leafe of her Life they would pleafe to Grant 
Her Majefty, and what Security they would 
give, that, Unmolefted by them, the fhould 
Enjoy it for the Term. F 

This was the moft Prepofterous Piece of 
Infolence that ever was offer’d to a Nations 
and one would wonder how they could Ex- 
peét the Miniftry at that time, however wil- 
ling to have it fo, could have the Face to 
prepofe ic to the Queens by which, they 
mult firft Acknowledge Her Majefty an U- 
(urper; and then to juftifie her Poffeffion, 
obtain a Wric of Condefcention to Entitle 
her to the Crown for Life.

I crave leave therefore to Obferve here, 

I. That this Infuperable Difficulty has

Complying with them on Ternis of her own 
Deftruétion. saa 

From hence the Nation may learn to mark 

the Men, and Enquire, why all thofe People 
who were for having the Line of King Fames 
be next Oars, as they callit, were alfo for the 
Occafional Bill; the Tack, and all the hot 
Mea(ures, of which the Nation has had fo 
much reafon toComplain, and at which they 
have been fo july Alarm’d————-The Rea- 
fons why thefe Gentlemen are for the Occafi- 
onal Bill, are'without Queftion, very good ; 
but that we fhould not fee them and their 
Reafons in that Bill, is a Myftery paft finding

Moderation prevails in Her Majefty’s 
Bearing to be Charg’d with: pulling Down 
that Church which it is her Principle, as wel} 
as Place to Defend ¢ and that Moderation is 
doubly Encreas’d in that it is a Charge fo ve- 
ry contrary to Her Majefty’s Difpofttioa, 
profefs’d Defign, and the plaia fignification 


of all the Meafitres of her Reign, and con- - 


fequently is the more moving. 

To be highly provok’d to have it fully in 
our Power to Punifh, to be Infulted, becavle. 
we do not Exert that Power, are fome of the 
higheft Inftances of Moderation. 

I would be glad our High Churchmen 
could fhow fome Inftances of their Moderae 
tion upon this Foot, that while they Query: 
about Moderation, they .night Define it 
themfelves, and let us fee the time when 
they praétis’d ir. 

To fay they are for Moderation, while 
they ruffle the Government ; while they 
Threaten the Minifters of-State, and run 
with allforts of Violence upon their Neigh- 
bours the Diffemters.; to tell us they praétife. 
Moderation in Occafional Bills, Tacking, 
Projeéts, Dangerous Experiments, Memori- 
als, and the like, -this is fuch a Moantebank 
Moderation, that any one may pretend to 
it; Fe—~ mighthy, Hanging 262 Menin 
the West, was Moderation ; D’Alva in Flan- 
ders, Or Cortez-in Mexico, Michsel Bafiloe 
wits in Mufeovy, or Charles IX, atéthe Ma 
facre at Pars, were then all Men of Mode- 
ration.
